The village of Mt. Prospect will 
hold a gala celebration Saturday, 
Oct. I. The entire village is join­ 
ing in a celebration that will be 
about the biggest thing of its kind 
that has ever been attem pted in 
this part of the state. 
Prominent 
state and county officials are ex­ 
pected to be present. 
The occasion is the official com­ 
pletion of the paving program of 
that village and in honor of the 
new school building. Mt. Prospect's 
streets are said to be the finest of 
any village for its size in Illinois. 
They are wider and more extensive 
than are found in communities sev­ 
eral times greater in population. 
The new school house is a model of 
its kind. 
With the finest street 
paving system in the world, the fin­ 
est four room school and adequate 
sewer and w ater ny stems, Mt. Pros­ 
pect’s claim for being the mode! 
village in the United States is well 
founded. 
The streets are from 24 to 48 ft. 
wide. 
Numerous park plat- at in­ 
tersection give an air of distinction 
to the streets th em selves. 
Prac­ 
tically all of the 12 to lo mile... of 
pavement was laid this vear. 
T his 
was accomplished by rush work and 
duplication of paving equipment 
upon the part of the contractors. 


Forty-nina thousand dollars in 
special stakes have been announced 
3y the American National Jockey 
Club for the fall race meeting that 
will open at the new track at Ald­ 
ington Heights Monday, Oct, IO. 
Two of the stakes for the opening 
day will be the Chicago handicap 
and probably the Arlington Heights 
landicap. The latter town expects 
to declare a half holiday in honor 
of the track that will mean so much 
to that village. 
The size of the special stakes 
which are all added money to the 
entry fees, vary from $1,500 to 
$15,000. There is one $10,000 stake 
and several $5,000.

will last IO days, closing Oct. 31. 
There will be no racing on Sundays. 
Twenty-eight bam s of 48 stalls 
each, are completed and applica­ 
tions have already been received for 
2,000 horses. 
Many of these ap­ 
plications arrived too late and the 
horses can not be accommodated. 
The facilities that will be afforded 
at this track for horsemen and rac­ 
ing is drawing a big entry list, in­ 
suring the appearance of some of 
the finest runners in the United 
States. 
The plans for opening day are 
not yet completed, but Mrs. Rocke- 
feller-McCormick is interested in 
holding a big charity ball in the 
club house. Tiffs ball room will be 
one of the largest in the country.
